1 ■ Claims 1-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In each of independent claims 1,17, 30, and 41 , the use of the term "Dynamic" 
along with the word "series" (with respect to the images produced) makes the 
claim unclear as to whether the method and apparatus produce a series of still 
images or a moving image (i.e., a movie). 

In claim 22, the use of parentheticals makes the claim unclear. If the 
parenthetical matter is to be retained, it must be set off in commas rather than in 
parentheses. 

The uses of the words "differentials" and "difference" are indefinite and unclear in 
context. Independent claims 1,17, and 30 use the word "differentials," but 
independent claim 41 uses the word "difference." Thus, it is unclear if the uses of 
the different claims mean the same thing or something different. If they mean the 
same thing, then the usage should be corrected to be uniform throughout the 
claims. 

On lines 11-13 of claim 41, the "wherein ..." phrase makes the claim indefinite 
and unclear as to whether the material is a statement of intended use or the 
limitation of some structure. In either case, it is nor clear. 
On lines 1 1-13 of claim 41 , it is never stated what the "phase difference" is 
calculated between. Only "phase center offset" Is mentioned, but there must be 
another number for a difference to be calculated. 
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Dependent claims 2-16, 18-29, 31-40, and 42-43 are unclear in that they depend 
from unclear independent claims 1,17, 30, and 41. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not adequately 
descriptive. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative.

It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 
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The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," 'The disclosure defined by this invention," 'The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

5. The drawings are objected to because Figure 1 (a) must be labelled "PRIOR 
ART" and items 104 and 106 in Figure 1(b) must be descriptively labelled per 37 CFR 
1 .84(0). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The examiner-cited prior art is of general interest for showing similar prior art 
SAR systems and methods.
